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Ready to Reap a Harvest 


Recent British orders in council have united the customs, 


and administrative features of "The British Sphere of Togo- 
land," as it is officially called, with adjacent British territory. 
The northern half of British Togoland will be. administered as 
part of the northern territories of the Gold Coast, while the 
southern half will become part of the Gold Coast. 


The former Germany colony of Togoland, it will be re- 


membered, was divided between France and Great Britain, 
each country assuming a mandate over its portion. The British 
half was adjacent to the British Gold Coast colony, and it is 
now, to all intents and purposes made a part thereof. At tte 
time the mandates were granted, it was freely predicted that 
the recipients of-4he rich German possessions would profit 
harrtsomely from their new territorial acquisitions. Events 
since that time have all pointed to the truth of that prediction. 
Great Britain in particular has made extensive investigations 
of the resources of Togoland, former German 
Southwest 


Africa, and former German East Africa, and has encouraged 
British development therein. Togoland might as well be joined 
to the Gold^Goast as maintained separately, but a frank ad- 
mission by the British and French governments of their in- 
tent'to profit from the mandates would-not be out of place. 


Military Drills Practical 


The recent • exploit of the fifth and sixth regiments of 


marines in hiking over muddy roads for a hundred miles re- 
fighting the Civil War battle of Newmarket, and then march- 
ing many more miles to Washington to be reviewed by Presi-. 
dent Coolidg,e illustrated the effort being made by every 
branch of the military and naval services to keep fit. For about 
thirty-five days the marines were living under strenuous war 
conditions, lacking only the death and wounds of actual com- 
bat to make their experience completely realistic. The ships of 
the navy from time to time stimulate actual battle conditions, 
the air force is experimenting with bombs, stunt flying and 
airplane improvements to keep abreast of the art and the 
other divisions of the army are constantly active in their spe- 
cial fields. Next spring there are to be joint maneuvers by all 
our armed forces in an attack and defense of the Panama 
Canal. The enterprise of our soldiers and sailors forces public 
attention and deserves favorable consideration from congress 
in the allotment of funds for preparedness.

House that any American government 
relief nvould have to have the authori- 
zation of Congress, as was the case in 
the voting of funds for the relief of 
Russian famine victims. In the case 
of -the Japanese -earthquake victims, 
the necessity was immediate, and the 
president called upon the 
American 


people to contribute as freely as possi- 
ble,

through the American Red Cross, and 
therefore had no government aspect 
beyond the fact that the President is-' 
sued a proclamation urging the people 
to. subscribe.

ajid about 1300. in day nurseries, ac- 
cording to figures made public tod^y 
by the Department of Commerce. 


These figures represent 
statistics 


for Massachusetts homes 
for 
either 


adults or children or both; child, plac- 
ing agencies, 
day 
nurseries, 
and 


homes for wayward women or girls 
and unmarried or destitute 
mothers 


with their children, as of Feb. 1. 1923. 
The protective work of humane socie- 
ties and the child placing of detention 
homes and of juvenile delinquent in- 
stitutions is not included. 


There were 237S female and 2087 


male adults found 
in 
homes estab- 


lished especially for their care not in- 
cluding 470 inmates of nine homes for 
wayward women or girls and unrm4r- 
ried or destitute mothers 
with their
